Cops Question Wage Hike: 

Former Convict bright

An acquaintance of slain 
Louis Janssen was arrested 
last night and questioned at 
length by detectives. 

But Police Chief Bernard L. 
Garmire said today investi¬ 
gators were convinced that 
the former New York man 
was telling the truth and has 
no connection with the Jans¬ 
sen case. 

The man questioned said 
he has used several names 
but told members of the in¬ 
telligence unit he is John 
Joseph Carroll, 53, of 422 N. 
Martin Ave. 

Carroll said he has served 
30 years in prison on several 
charges, including the killing 
of a police officer in New 
York. 

He said he is wanted in 
New York State for parole 
violation. 

Carroll was booked at city 
jail for that offense and for 
giving a false report to a 
police officer and having a 
fictitious driver's license. 

Carroll’s statements are 
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j being checked with New York 
| authorities today. 

Detectives turned up his 
name in the Janssen case in¬ 
vestigation and he was nicked 
up last night. 

_ Garmire said that in addi¬ 
tion to knowing Janssen, Car- 
roll was a painter and had 
done work for Marco’s Res¬ 
taurants. 

Police have been seeking 
Rudy G. Perfetto, 29, vice 
president and secretary of 
the restaurants, for question¬ 
ing in the death of Janssen. 

The 25-year-old former air¬ 
man was shot down Dec. 13 
at a secret rendezvous at 
4955 E. 3rd St. He carried 
$3,000 to the meeting. The 
money has not been found. 
Subsequent investigation 
showed police Janssen once 
had been a burglar, accord¬ 
ing to Garmire. 

Also wanted for question¬ 
ing is Morris Brady, 36, an 
. admitted gambler, and at 
least two other men who are 
reported to have left the city 
since Janssen’s death, 

Garmire said today it has 
been learned that the person 
to whom Janssen sent money 
in Europe is his mother. Her 
name, Christine Schom Jans¬ 
sen, was on bank drafts dis¬ 
patched from here.

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WASHINGTON —UPI— J. 
William Fulbright, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee; said today 
any minimum wage hike 
should be postponed until the 
Kennedy administration has 
“straightened out" its budget 
and international payments, 
problems. 

The _ Arkansas Democrat 
told United Press Internation¬ 
al in an interview that an im¬ 
mediate minimum wage boost 
during the current business 
slump might push up prices 
and generate fresh demands 
for protection against foreign 
imports, thereby “undermin¬ 
ing the western alliance.” 

He said it would be “poor 
timing”.at best for President¬ 
elect John F. Kennedy and 
the new Democratic 87th 
Congress to carry out the 
party’s pledge of a higher 
minimum wage under present 
domestic and foreign condi¬ 
tions. 

An increase in the $l-an- 
hour minimum wage is one of 
five legislative proposals giv¬ 
en top priority by Kennedy. 

Fulbright said he expected 
to transmit his views to the 
incoming president. The sen¬ 
ator was one of those under 
consideration for secretary of 
state in the Kennedy cabinet. 

His stand on the minimum 
wage indicated that he might 
have found himself in early 
conflict with Kennedy if he 
had won the cabinet job. 

The Senate approved a bill 
this year to raise the wage 
floor to $1.25 an hour and the 
House passed a measure to 
boost it to $1.15. But the leg¬ 
islation died in a House-Sen¬ 
ate conference committee on 
the issue of how many addi¬ 
tional workers to bring under 
minimum wage coverage.
